Trans 2.045 Opportunity for competition. (1) Every apphcation ghall in-
clude evidence that all other transportation providers in the applicant’s
ser\nce area have been afforded a competitive opportunity to furnish the
service which an applicant proposes to furnish with the vehicles to be
purchased with aid under this chapter. In each case where an apphcant
provides this opportunity to other transportation providers, the evi-
dence shall include copies of all correspondence between the applicant
and other transportation providers as well as proposals received by the
appilcant from other transportation providers. The department may re-
ject an appllcatlon for failure to comply with this requirement.
